In the year 1877 small plants of Japanese 
Maples were brought from Japan to San Fran- 
eisco, by Mr. H. H. Berger, and there sold for 
$5.00 to $10.00 each. Since that year thou- 
sands upon thousands have been imported, 
and many thousands have been grafted on 
imported seedlings. Still the demand increases 
as the value of these beautiful trees becomes 
better known. Time and experience have 
shown us which of the many sorts (there are 
over forty) are best adapted to this climate, 
and we offer only these sorts. They are in- 
valuable pot grown and forced for Haster, and 
exquisite if used in jardiniéres, vases, or for 
table decorations with ferns and flowers. One 
of the most unique table decorations ever ar- 
ranged was composed of yellow roses and fo- 
liage of Acer atropurpureum. Japan Maples 
form a point in the landscape not attained by 
any other shrub; as foreground to tall trees 
their brilliant foliage is shown to greatest ad- 
vantage. ‘They mostly attain a height of 8 to 
12 feet with the exception of certain sorts. 
They are entirely hardy in the Hastern cli- 
mate.
